STRATEGIES IN COLD: NATURAL 
TORPIDITY AND THERMOGENESIS 


How is it that certain mammals and birds, 
apparently less resourceful than the average 
human being, are able to escape the onslaughts 
of winter and the rigours of extreme cold by 
adapting their bodies to the environment 
through the process of hibernation? Why is 

it that this eminently sensible and quite 
attractive means of adaptation to the harshness 
of winter is not available to many animals, 
human beings included? Also, how are 
hibernatory animals able to raise their body 
temperature to a normal level when the 
environment ceases to be hostile toward their 
existence? These questions, and the problems 
which they raise, constituted the essential 
elements of concern to all the scientists, 
gathered from Europe and North America, 
who attended an international symposium 
held last week in Jasper. 

The symposium, “Strategies in Cold: Natural 
Torpidity and Thermogenesis,” was the fifth 
in a series which explores hibernation and 
associated topics. Held at Jasper Park Lodge, 
from 3 to 8 October and supported by grants 
from the United States Department of the 
Navy, the National Research Council of 
Canada, and the University of Alberta, the 


symposium was organized by L. Wang, Professor 


of Zoology at this University, and by 

J.W. Hudson of Cornell University. The 
University of Alberta was also represented in 
the section of the program assigned to invited 
speakers by J. Charnock, Chairman of the 
Department of Pharmacology. 

The subjects under consideration at this 
important symposium, appropriately convened 
in a part of the continent that experiences 
extremes of cold, were ones that capture the 
imagination. Human beings perish when 
their body temperature falls below 25 degrees 
Celsius. On the other hand, some animals 
survive without apparent harm when their 
body heat suffers even more radical changes, 
in some instances falling to as low as 1 or 
2 degrees Celsius. More surprising still is the 
fact that, whereas humans do not, as a rule, 
willingly allow their bodies to cool excessively, 
hibernatory animals appear to undertake the 
cooling process of their own accord, whether 
or not in their natural environment or in 
controlled laboratory experiments. Such 
animals also appear able to achieve voluntarily 
the temperatures associated with their active 
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state. Indeed, in a laboratory in which the 
temperature is kept constant, certain 
hibernatory animals continue to undergo the 
process of hibernation and thermogenesis 
without being influenced by external stimuli, 
perhaps according to the dictates of an innate 
biological clock. 

From a review of the papers presented in 
both portions of the symposium’s prospectus— 
the nineteen papers given by invitation in the 
“Review Session” and the sixty voluntary 
contributions—it seems that the chances for 
discovering the mechanisms that lie behind 
such remarkable behavior are becoming 
increasingly favorable. At least from the time 
of Aristotle (384-322 BC), the phenomenon 
of hibernation has been known to natural 
scientists and its value for hibernatory 
animals assessed. It is only in recent years, 
however, that scientists have begun to delve 
more deeply into the actual processes of the 
phenomenon. For example, at this symposium, 


scientists considered the neural functions of 
natural torpidity and discussed the nature 

of the impulse which, transmitted through the 
central nervous system, stimulates the cooling 
and heating processes. Also, the physiological 
changes necessary for a hibernatory animal 
to survive the stress of cold were explored 

in detail—how such an animal, whether 

a mammal or a bird, avoids the cellular 
destruction inevitably experienced by humans 
and other non-hibernatory animals which 

are subject at times to extremes of 
temperature. Biochemical mechanisms 
associated with hibernation were also a much 
pondered topic. Of great interest in this regard 
was a paper delivered on Wednesday evening. 
In this paper the isolation of a chemical 
“trigger” for the induction of hibernation in 
woodchucks and ground squirrels was 
discussed. Introduction of this “trigger” into 
the blood stream of “summer-active” ground 
squirrels led in eight out of ten cases to the 


induction of hibernation within five or 
six days. 

For all the emphasis on hibernatory animals, 
however, man and other non-hibernatory 
creatures were not ignored. The fourth day 
of the symposium, in fact, was devoted to 
studies which explored several aspects of 
the physiology of such animals and their 
attempts either to ward off or to accept 
severely cold environments. 

The symposium, therefore, was of great 
significance for the scientific community. 

As a result, the papers delivered in the 
“Review Session” by the invited speakers will 
be published in the course of 1978 by the 
University of Alberta Press under the editorship 
of the organizers, Dr. Wang and Dr. Hudson. 
Abstracts of the voluntary contributions will 
be published in future issues of the journal 
Cryobiology. That the University of Alberta 
played a most important role in the support 
and organization of the symposium may only 
lead to a further recognition of this institution’s 
highly respected position in the forefront 

of northern studies. 


HENRY MARSHALL TORY LECTURE 


The 1977 Henry Marshall Tory Lecture will 
be held in the Students’ Union Theatre on 
Monday, 17 October, at 8 p.m. Sir Harold 
Mitchell, BT, will speak on “Challenges in a 
changing world.” 

Sir Harold’s business interests are varied, 
but he is best known in Edmonton as 
Chairman and Chief Executive of Luscar 
Limited, Edmonton. He was educated at Eton 
College and the Royal Military College, 
Sandhurst, and he has received a BA and MA 
in Honours Modern History from Oxford 
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University. He is an Honourary Fellow of 
University College, Oxford, and the University 
of Alberta is also one of the many institutions 
that have awarded him an honourary degree. 

There will be a question and answer period 
following the lecture, and light refreshments 
will be served in the foyer at the close of 
the program.
